The above table represents about two-trirds of the total munber of 
boys attending sublic and private elomentary and ‘secondary schools in Canada and 
also about two-thirds of the boy juvenile delinquents convictea oi major 
offences in Canada in 1924. These proportions are consequently large enough 
to justify the belief that the school stending indicated represents actual 
conditions, 


The data of only one year may not be sufficient as a basis for 
scientific deduction “ut coints brouzht up dy the ebove comparison between the 
school standing of the two classes of bors may be interesting and worthy of 
further investigation, 


It is seen that up to the age of nine the juvenile delinquents 
show a higher standing than the normal »oys, but from the age of ten up the 
latter outstrip the delinquents at an increasing pace, Among the points for 
investigation suggested by the shenomenan-are the following: 


1, Are there indications of significant differences between the 
types of offenders and the nature of the offences shown (on the average) by boys 
at the ages of nine and under and those shown by older delinquents? It is 
probable that the delinquencies shown by the younger group can be associated 
solely with psychological traits characteristic of their age and not with any 
permanent vicious tendencies? If so, it is vossible to explain the superior 
educational status of delinquents under ten by the fact that these traits are 
more difficult to control at the earlier aces in the case of the brighter 
element; hence arise escapades vhich assume the proportions of offences against 
the lav, This soint implies that tho juvenile delinquents at nine and under 
are a different class from those at ten and over. 


e. AS an alternative to (1) is it probable that no mental 
difference is necessarily revealed by the differences in school standing between 
delinguents and normal children The backwardness of the former at the higher 
ages may be due mainly to want of hone Supervision, irregular attendance at 
school because of truancy, etc, and moral defects vhich are so often accompanied 
by distaste of prolonged avvlication of any sort, This point implies that 
the individuals at nine and under may be of the same class as those at ten 
and over, end that the progressive loss of Ground in school standing mar be 
due not so mich to mental deficiency as to actual loss of time and

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JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 1926 

The total nuiber of Juvenile delinquents returned for the year ended 
September 30th, 1926 was 8,245 boys and 601 girls, making a total of 8,846. ‘The 
figures for 1925 were 8,064 boys and 675 sirls totalling 8,739, which shows an 
increase of 107 for 1926 over the previous year. The boys increased by 181 and 
the girls decreased by 74, In addition to the above there were in 1926, 290 boys 
and 4 girls charged with major offences bu’ dismissed. 

The 8,846 delinquencies reported for 1926 are divided into 5,299 major 
and 3,547 minor offences, Those for 1925 wore 5,246 major and 3,493 minor. The 
imoerease being 1,05 p.c. for major offences and 1.55 for minor,

During the five years that 
these figures have been published there has been very little change in this 
respect. Considering the boy delinquents (major offenders only) for the period, 
the mean age in 1922 was 12.35 years and in the succeeding four years the ages 
more> 12.02, 12, 1/and 12,21. The mean school grade for the five years was 5.12, 
5.10, 5.09, 5.03 and 5,24 showing a retrogression during the first four years,
